Drunken marauding was a pretty ser 
ious thing in those days. One must re- 
member that the state was full of psy- 
chopaths and unstable characters who 
had failed in the East and had come out 
here to make a new start. They caused a 
lot more damage to life and property 
than did the Indians. It was tough go- 
ing out here and the temptation to get 
drunk and forget it was pretty wide 
spread, I have no doubt, but on the 
other hand, the sober conscientious hard- 
working, straight-laced folks who came 
out here to save the state from slavery 
must have been pretty disheartened to find 
that they had other things to combat be- 
side grasshoppers, drought, slave squat 
ters, Indians, chiggers and poverty. 

What I have always admired about 
Carry Nation was the fact that she 
couldn't stomach hyprocrisy and I wish 
that there were more people today who 
feel the same way 

Although I found none of Carry Na- 
tion's descendants in Kansas—her grand- 
children live in Texas and in California.

PLEASANT 
PUTTERS 


by Damon RipLey 
YANKEE’s Roving Reporter 


Roy and Virginia McQuillan, an at- 
tractive young couple who run the Studio 
Potters in Walpole, Mass., seem to me to 
be excellent examples of what it takes to 
operate a sucessful crafts business. From 
the beginning, five years ago, when they 
took a pottery course at The Cambridge 
Center for Adult Education in Cam- 
bridge, Mass., the McQuillans have run 
the gamut of experiences that make or 
break a small business concern. Thanks 
to their artistic ability, energy and per- 
sistence, they have emerged successfully 





I was greatly impressed with their 
work, when I visited the Studio Potters 
a few months ago, and was equally im- 
pressed with the McQuillans as people, 
as well as craftsmen. 

After Roy, a research chemist, and 
Virginia, once a fashion artist for the 
Boston Globe, took the course in pottery 
in Cambridge, they decided to make the 
neccessary equipment to continue their 
new found hobby at home. Roy, with an 
engineer's natural curiosity for mechan 
ical things, soon figured out how to 
make a small kiln—to glaze their pot 
tery. It was so small, however, that for 
a while the McQuillans were forced to 
limit their work to such items as earrings 
and pins. To their joy, the products of 
the small kiln found a ready market, and 
soon their kitchen, where the firing is 
done, had a handsome, professional kiln 
beside its homemade predecessor. The 
McQuillans were in business. 

Materials were no problem. Clay was 
readily obtainable from local sources; 
plaster of Paris, for the molds, and wood 
for their benches came easily; and Vir 
ginia, with her former artist's training, 
turned out new designs with no effort at 
all. Space, however, was at a premium 
It still is, for when one sees the attic 
workshop one wonders how the McQuil- 
lans manage to turn out their numerous 
products. However, despite the limited 
shop facilities, the pottery emerged, 
shiny and beautiful, and was soon sold 
in an ever increasing number of stores 
and shops. 

Roy found it to his advantage to load 
the station wagon and take his products 
around to the shops himself. In that 
way, he could make sure of sales—as 
well as explain away an occasional mis
